least two Navy admirals had

Bucher and his men

With a Brooklyn twang, New- 


some quoted regulations: 


"The 
commanding 
officer 


shall not permit his command to 
be searched by any person r^.-* 
resenting a foreign state nor 
permit any person representing 
a foreign state nor permit any 
other personnel under his com- 
mand to be removed from that 
command by such a person, so 
long as he has the power to re* 
sist." 


Bucher's civilian attorney, E. 


Miles Harvey, immediately de* 
manded, "Commander, at the 
time the North Koreans first set 
foot on your ship did you any 
longer have the power to re- 
sist?" 


"No, I did not," Bucher an- 


swered. 


'Commander Bucher remains 


fervent in his desire to tell this 
court the full details," Harvey 
said. 


The Navy, through Wednes* 


day, had raised these points 
against Bucher: 


1. That he failed to compre- 


hend fully the possibility of an 
attack. For example: 


Q. Vice Admiral Harold G. 


Bowen Jr.: "Did you ever con- 
sider an attack and what you 
would do?" 


A. Bucher: "No sir, I never 


considered I would ever be at- 
tacked on this mission. It never 
occurred to me. . .It never oc- 
curred to me nor did it cross my 
mind that I would ever be put in 
the position I found myself in 
that afternoon." 


2. That his men weren't issued 


small arms. 


Q. Bowen: "How about small 


arms for the men?" 


A. Bucher: "Small arms were 


issued In drills in port and un- 
der way, but not on the day of 
capture." 


3. That Bucher waited too 


long to order destruction of clas- 
sified 
equipment 
and 
docu- 


ments. 


Bucher testified that he wait- 


ed until after one boarding at- 
tempt by the North Koreans, a 
sea chase and their first salvo 
of cannon fire before giving the 
order. 


Until then, Bucher said, he 


had only ordered preparations 
for destruction. 


He said at least two mattress 


covers full of documents fell to 
the Communists. 


That Bucher failed to real- 


ize his incinerator was too small 
to burn all the documents and 
he didn't sail into water deep 
enough for jettisoning them. 


"It was a complete oversight 


on my part," Bucher said. 


5. And finally, that he surren- 


dered 81 of the most classified 
items on his ship when he 
turned over his men. 


Q. Newsome: "Isn't it true 


that in deciding to surrender 
your vessel you also decided to 
surrender some of the most 
classified.items on your ship, 
your personnel?" 


A. Bucher: "Yes sir, that's 


right." 


Bucher, in the first four days, 


raised these points against his 
superiors: 


1. That they sent him on a 


dangerous intelligence 
mission 


without giving him the explo- 
sives he asked for to destroy se- 
cret equipment in case he had 
to. 


2. That they failed to meet his 


request for adequate mounted 
cannon and gave him two ma- 
chine guns instead, along with 
the mount for a third gun he 
never received, 


3. That he messaged repeated 


pleas for help when he was at- 
tacked—even directed messages 


California 
Flood Caused 
Many Deaths 
OJAl, Calif. (AP) - Along the 


debris-choked banks of Sespe 
Creek, the clearing sky dis* 
closed a young boy's body . . . 
then the bodies of two more . . . 
then the lifeless forms of a sher- 
iff's deputy and a forest ranger. 


It was feared five more would 


be found dead today. 


These were the lost part of six 


young hikers, their adult leader 
and three men who tried tragi* 
cally to rescue them from the 
rain-flooded area. 


A survivor of the group, Scott 


Eckersley, 28, told authorities 
that he was washed ashore after 
a bulldozer stalled as they had 
attempted to cross the swift 
water late Monday. 


Elsewhere, 
as 
skies 
dried 


over California, heavy property 
and crop damage was counted. 
Southern 
California's 
storm 


damage was estimated at $3 
million. 


At least 29 traffic deaths in 


southern California were caused 
by the storm, authorities said. 


In the foothills of Angeles Na-

Angeles, 15 homes were de- 
stroyed by floods and rockslides 
In the Azusa-Glendora area.

Army autopsy blames med* 
ic41 bumbllngs by the Viet Cong 
for the death of an American 
soldier nearly three weeks after 
the enemy freed Mm, it has 
been learned. 


Spec, 4 James W. Brigham Jr. 


one of three American soldiers 
released by the Vietcong to an 
American military team on New 
Year's Day, died at the Army's 
Walter Reed General Hospital 
Jan. 17. 


The Viet Cong radio 
has 


claimed that the 21-year-old 
Brigham, of Ocala, Fla., was 
"assassinated because the Unit- 
ed States did not want him to 
tell the truth about the Vietnam 
war to the Negro population." 


Brigham was reported to have 


been given head surgery for a 
battle wound during the three 
months he was held by the Viet 
Cong and the autopsy report in- 
dicated 
the 
operation 
was 


botched. 


A 
summary of Brigham's 


case, made available by the 
Army, said the soldier entered 
the hospital Jan. 4, the day he 
landed here from Vietnam, and 
was found to be suffering from 
partial blindness "and a persis- 
tent draining wound from the 
head." 


Army doctors operated on 


Brigham Jan. 9 and attempted 
to stem infection, but he died 
last Friday. 


"the postoftortum ex'amina* 


tion revealed the cause of death 
to be widespread infected brain 
tissue; second, to inefficient 
Debridement of the wound after 
initial injury while the patient 
was still in captivity," the Army 
said when asked for a report, 


A spokesman said "Debriue- 


ment" means removal of dam- 
aged and infected tissue. 


Officers said the Army origi- 


nally wanted to avoid accusing 
the 
Vietcong for Brigham's 


death for 
fear 
of reprisal 


against Americans still held 
captive. 


However, they indicated that 


the Viet Cong effort to picture 
Brigham's death as a U.S. "as- 
sassination" 
changed 
their 


minds. 


The Army report said exami* 


nation of Brigham after his ar» 
rival here "revealed that visual 
impairment was due to a loss of 
part of the brain."

probed the extent of damage, 
the Army said. 


Doctors found hair deep in the 


wound and serious inflamation, 
requiring more efforts at re- 
moval of infected tissue. 


Brigham 
responded 
slowly 


after the operation, the Army 
report said, and he suffered 
"convulsive seizures" four days 
before he lapsed into uncon- 
sciusness and died.

Senior Citizens are not the 


only ones who get a tax 
break when tney sell their 
home at a profit! 


There are lax-saving op- 


portunities as well for home- 
owners under 65 if they buy 
a more expensive replace- 
ment 
home 
following the 


sale of their residence. 


If the replacement home 


costs as much or more than 
the adjusted sales price of 
the home sold, (he tax on 
any gain is deferred. To take 
advantage of this, the re- 
placement home must be 
purchased within one year 
before or after the sale of 
the former home. If you are 
building a r e p l a c e m e n t 
home, you must have started 
construction within one year 
of the sale and occupied it 
within 18 months. 


First we will define the 


terms and then give an ex- 
ample to illustrate how the 
rules work. 


The adjusted sales price is 


the gross selling price less 
the total of "fixing-up ex- 
penses" and 
"selling ex- 


penses." 


Fixing-up expenses are de- 


fined as those costs under- 


taken to make the home 
more salable. They include 
painting, decorating and re- 
pairs, 
for example. They 


must have been done within 
90 days before the sale and 
paid for within .10 days after 
the sale. 


Selling expenses include a 


r e a l t o r ' s commission, es- 
crow fees and legal fees in 
connection with the sale. 


The following case history 


of a home sale will show the 
wot king of the various rules:

Since the cost of the re- 


placement home, $38.000, is 
more than the adjusted sales 
price of the former home, 
there is no immediate tax- 
able gain. This does not 
mean the lax on the gain is 
forgiven; it is merely de- 
ferred. 


There now comes a second 


step to the operation. You 
must now establish an ad- 
justed cost basis for the new 
home. To dp this, you reduce 
the cost price of the second 
home by the amount of the 
unrecognized gain. 


To do that, refer back to 


the original sale and this 
lime deduct only the selling 
e x p e n s e s from the sales 


DOCTOR'S MAIL-BAG 


Venereal Disease 
May Pass to Infant 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


of venereal disease? 
Can it 


be passed from a mother to 
her baby? 


A—Gonorrhea starts with 


a severe burning pain on 


i urination starting five or six 
| days-after ,afn exposure. This 


is 'associated w i't h a dis- 
charge of pus f r o m the 
urethra. 
These symptoms 


j are more likely to occur in 
* men than in women. But, in 
women, the uterine tubes 
' may become infected, caus- 
ing pain and often sterility. 


Syphilis starts with a small 


hard tumor or chancre on 
the genitals which develops 


from 10 to 90 days after ex- 
posure. Because it is pain- 
less it may go unnoticed, 
especially in women. About 
four weeks later there may 
be a skin rash that resem- 
bles measles. 


A mother who has gonor- 


rhea may, at;the time of;de-i 
livery, pass the infection to 
the baby's eyes. This was a 
common cause of blindness 
in the past and is why all 
states require 
prophylactic 


treatment 
of the eyes of 


every newborn. A mother 
with untreated syphilis may 
transmit the disease to her 
baby by way of the blood 
passing through the umbili-

(AP) — Don Bassett said 
Wednesday night that it was 
"with reluctance but no ani* 
mosity" that he resigned 
as

Robert Sarver, state correc- 


tion chairman, had announced 
the resignation earlier In the 
day. He said he asked Bassett 
Tuesday to resign the $10,000 a 
year post. 
"Surprised? Yes," Bassett 
said. "I would have to say 
that." 


But Bassett said he could 


find no fault with Sarver's re- 
quest or reasoning — Sarver 
said he wanted a more quali- 
fied head for the Tucker unit. 


"I felt that he has got a lot 


of guts," Sarver said of Bas- 
sett," and has worked hard at 
it, but he is not equipped edu- 
cationally or by experience for 
the job of superintendent. 


"He understands the situation 


and accepts it," Sarver said. 


Bassett, who has a business 


degree, 
went 
to 
Cummins 


Prison Farm in February, 1967, 
as business manager. He held 
the post for 13 months until 
Prison Supt. Victor Urban ap- 
pointed Mm associated prison 
superintendent and later super- 
intendent in charge of Tucker. 


Bassett said he understood 


the current situation and hoped 
to correct his posture in It to 
the point of eventually return- 
ing to the Arkansas penal sys- 
tem. 


"I would like to stay in the 


prison field," the former Fofrt 
Smith gun dealer and store 
manager said. "I still like the 
administration part of prisona»s 
That is why I asked last May 
to get out of the business de- 
partment. 


"Mr. 
Sarver 
told me fie 


would help me get back into 
school and get a masters in 
corrections and further my ed- 
ucationn" he said. "Although I 
haven't 
formulated 
any def- 


inite plans, I'm sure that Is 
what I will do." 


Bassett was brought into the 


state's penal system by former 
Prison Supt. Thomas 0. Murton 
Bassett's former classmate at 
Oklahoma A&M. The two cor- 
responded for several years af- 
ter 
graduation 
and Bassett 


had told Murton several times 
he was interested in penal ad- 
ministration. 


"I had been putting off trying 


the field when the (Murton) 
asked me to join him at Cum- 
mins," Bassett recalled. 


The gun dealer uprooted his 


wife and their three school-age 
children two years ago and 
moved to Cummins, which was 
embroiled then in controversy 
over prison conditions. 


The flamboyant Murton and 


most of his imported associates 
have been fired or asked to 
resign over the past year and 
given only "until sundown" or 
a few days to get off prison 
property, 


"I'm probably the first man 


(of those hird by Murton) they 
(board) Iiave ever allowed to 
stay around a few days," said 
Bassett, a rotund and straight- 
forward official.

The court recessed briefly 
after he told of "receiving" 
aboard a party of North Korean 
riflemen about 20 miles off Won- 
san Harbor and how they prod- 
ded his crew to sitting positions 
on the deck.

Bucher it Is my duty to tell you 
that facts revealed In this court 
of inquiry render you to be sus-

Clifford M. Hardin, Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment George Romney, Secre- 
tary of Transportation John A. 
Volpe, and Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew also will be regular 
council members. 


A Nixon meeting Wednesday 


with Secretary of the Treasury 
David M. Kennedy produced a 
pledge that the new administra- 
tion will contain "inherited in- 
flationary pressures that are se- 
riously distorting the economy 
and financial markets." 


Kennedy said the Nixon ad- 


ministration will "try to get 
through this by taking just the 
steam out of the boiler, the hugh 
pressure," without disruptive 
economic 
measures 
which 


might hoist unemployment. 


"We are all conscious of the 


risks of abrupt and blunt action 
that could bring unnecessary 
unemployment. 
We

avoid that," Kennedy said.

He said Nixon would

The Treasury secretary said
